gested by a member of the Railroad Labor Board tonight as follows: 


1. Shopcraft men who remained at work to go-to-.the head 
of the séenjority lists, taking precedence over all these- who struck. ~ 

2. Strikers to regain pension privileges and seniority rights, 
but to-rank below the men who remained loyal. to the roads and 
ahead of new men taken on during the course of-the ‘strike. 

3. New employes who have been filling places- of the strikers 
to be kept In the service of the roads, but to take only seniority to 
which they are entitled by length of actual service. 

4. Shoperaft men who struck to return to work under the wage 
seale and working conditions put into effeet by the Labor Board on 
July 1, pending a rehearing by the board. 

5. . Railroads to stop outside contracting, to.establish regional 
adjustment boards, and to drop all possible damage suits growing 
out of the strike 

It was pointed out that such a settlement took care of -the 

strikers, ‘the loyal employes and the new men, and provided for the 


submitting of the original grievances to the Labor Board.

What the neighbors saw and heard, 
the police heard in due time.

Duffy rang the bell and Mrs, 
Pizza came to the door. Duffy identi- 
fied himself and showed her the war- 
rant.

Police Enter Through Cellar, 


The policemen went to the back door, 
which they found locked. Through a 
small window looking into the cellar 
they could see several shadowy forms 
of men, busy at some unusual occupa- 
tion. While the detectives were peer- 
ing through the window Mrs. Pizia ap- 
peared: at an upper window. Aecording 
to the’ police, she had a pistol in her 
hand and threatened to shoot unless 
they went away.

INDIANAPOLIS, July 27.—Governor 
McCray will take over and operate for

If seniority is 
the virtual issue now between the two 
sides, this could be laid before the Rail- 
road labor Board once the strike is 
over.

FULL CREW AT” HARMON 


Men Who Quit Were Employed by 
Commissary Contractor, New 
York Central Explains.. 


That some of the Eastern railroads 
will resist any attempt by the Admin- 
istration at Washington to settle. the 
railroad shopmen’s strike on the basis 
of restoration to the strikers of seniority 
rights was indicated yesterday by an 
announcement of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad. 

‘““Let there be no misunderstanding 
about this,’’ said a statement. ‘‘ No 
man who has left our service on strike 


will be re-employed except as a new 
man, if re-employed at all. No quali- 


fied man now or hereafter employed,’ 
it was added, ‘‘ who desires to remain 


in our service, will be displaced to make 
room for returning strikers.’’ 

Several executives, when asked 
whether they would submit to a deci- 
sion restoring seniority rights in case 
that issue were submitted to the Labor 
Hoard, said it was impossible to contem- 
plate so improbable a move. , 

* Strikers might like to make restora- 
tion of seniority rights the issue of this 
strike,’’ said one executive, ‘‘ but, ac- 
cording to the declaration of the Labor 
Board and the strikers’ former ‘em- 
ployers, they ane no longer associated 
with the railroad industry and have no 
right to appeal to a body whose decision 
they have refused to obey.’’ 

L. Loree, Fresident--of the Dela- 
ware & Hudson Railroad and Chairman 
of the Eastern Presidents’ Conference, 
said he had not been invited to Wash- 
ington to meet President Harding. He 
left for the national capital yesterday 
afternoon, but only in connection’ with 
settlement of some claims of his com- 
pany, he said, which date back to days 
of Federal control, His visit, he em- 
phasized, would have nothing to do with 
the shopmen’s strike. 


Pennsylvania Gains Recruits. 


Statements issued by the Pennsyl- 
vania said the priority. orders would 
‘*not involve’'any material change ’”’ in 
traffic methods and that a gain of 662 
shopmen was rgcorded on Wednesday. 

As to the effect of priority orders 
upon service, the Pennsylvania said; 

‘The terms of the priority order 
states that it applies to each railroad 
to the extent that such road is cur- 
rently ‘unable promptly to transport 
all freight traffic offered to it for move- 
ment or to be moved over its line or 
lines of railway.’ 

‘‘The Pennsylvania System has given 
normal movement to all traffic of all 
kinds offered to it for transportation 
since the strike began. Therefore, the 
need for priorities or permits or prefer- 
ence in alloting cars has not arisen on 
the Pennsylvania Railroad and is not 
expected to arise. 

* During the strike period the Penn- 
sylvania System has been handling a 
heavier traffic in many foods and food 
products than ever before in its history, 
and the management anticipates no dif- 
ficulty In continuing to do so."’ 

Shop conditions were described in the 
Pennsylvania statement as follows: 

“A further gain of 662 in the number 
of shopmen actually working on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad’ System, was 
shown in today's reports from the four 
regions and thé Altoona works, as com- 
This is the largest 
single day’s improvement recorded since 
the strike began. It brings the total 
number of shopmen actually working up 
to 43,498, a net gain of 5,213 from the 
low point during the strike, which was 
reached on July 5, when only 38,285 men 
in the shop crafts reported for duty. 

‘The number of men actually working 
today in the shop forces of the Pennsyl- 
vania System is within 20 per cent, of a 
full working force in normal times.  , 

** With the co-operation of the large 
proportion of the men who have re- 
mained loyal throughout the strike and 
have performed their work with con- 
spicuous fidelity and earnestness, the 
management has complete confidence in 
its ability, within a. comparatively 
short time, to rebuild the shop forces 
of the Pennsylvania system to their full 
quotas out of the. large number of 
skilled mechanics and other workers 
who are offering their services at the 
rates of pay established under the com- 
pany’s employes’ representation plan.”’ 


Deny “ Walkout” at Harmon. 


Stating that in the “‘ 
a 100 men" quit work at Harmon on 
Tuesday, officials of the New York 
Central denied that there had been any 
walkout. They sald the men .who quit 
had been employed by a contractor in 
charge of the commissary and sleeping 
quarters and had left when their em- 
ployers’ work was taken over by the 
company.

replied to it, Mr. Gompers said that the 
White House apparently had been “ as 
much in the dark,”’ as they had called 
him up on Wednesday, asking if he 
knew the inan. 

The labor chief said that he had con- 
sulted his office records and had even 
telephoned the headquarters of the Rail- 
way Employes Department of the fed- 
eration in Chicago in an effort to estab- 
lish Dean's identity. 

‘* No one knew anything about him, or 
had ever heard of him,’’ he added, ‘‘and 
i toreD the White House to that ef- 
ect. 

"J am positive of one thing, and that 
is that the author of the telegram to 
President Harding is not Chairman of 
the Railway Employes’ Publicity Asso- 
ciation. *In view of the undetermined 
position of the man, I am surprised the 
President answered him." 

Mr. Somepre, who was in theecity to

FREE IRISH REBELS

Francis J. Lowe, Secretary of the 
Friends of the Irish Free State, sent. a 
letter to Mayor Hylan yesterday urging 
the Mayor ‘‘to call a halt on some of 
these Irish agitators who still insist on 
stirring up trouble on the Trish ques- 
tion.’’ Dr. Royal S. Copeland, Commis- 
sioner of Health; Robert R. Barr of the 
Barr Shipping Corporation; Daniel B. 
O'Neill, Alexander Steel of the American 
Oil Corporation; Emmet J. McCormack 
and John P. McWalters are members of 
the Board of Governors of. the Friends 
of the Irish Free State. 

The letter said in part: 

‘“These people are \making a drive 
again throughout the city and passing 
the hat, and the average American is 
sick and. disgusted with their methods. 
The people in Ireland went to the polls 
recently and out of six hundred or more 
thousand men and women, over five 
hundred thousand voted for the Irish 
Free State and to give the people a 
chance to try it out and possibly a re- 
public later. ; 

‘“If you could only read, Mr. Mayor, 
the heartrending letters we have _ re- 
ceived from all parts of Ireland asking 
us to keep our hands off and let the 
people go .to work over there. Manu- 
facturing ‘has been shut down. It is 
impossible to sell a cow, pig or a horse 
as the fairs have been suspended, and 
in the meantime the agitators over here 
are keeping up the strife instead of go- 
ing over there to fight. 

“We furthermore learn that some 
guerrillas are on their way qver here to 
this big town and we trust that they 
vill not be admitted to our shores or 
we will have to appoint a vigilance com- 
mittee.’’

Coast guards at Point 0’ Woods went to 
the assistance of the sloop'and pulled 
her off of the bar. The coast guard 
men then boarded her and found that 
she was loaded with whisky. Thirty- 
five barrels and 1,200. bottles were 
counted.

They smextec a strong 
whiff of alcohol and heard a strange 
noise. No sooner had they started to 
go downstairs to find out what was 
wrong than there Was a blinding flash 
and a deafening roar. According to 
Seubert, Duffy and Laut were blown 
up the stairway and’ out the front door, 
which was only a few feet from the 
landing, and which itself was torn from 
its hinges. 

Patrolmen Seubert also said that 
Duffy's coat and shirt and undershirt 
were blown from his back, -and that 
the rest of his clothing caught fire.

will decide between them in a primary 
election. 

| The overshadowing issue of the cam- 
paign is Wilsonism. The biggest single 
factor in the fight is the personality— 
not the policies—of Woodrow Wilson. 
The former President’s illness injécts 
a human element into the fight which 
will have an immense bearing upon the 
result. If the campaign had been 
stripped of Wilson’s personality and 
Wilson's physical afflictions there would 
e little doubt about the nomination of 
Reed. 

Sympathy for Wilson lies at the 
foundation of Long’s candidacy. It is 
the thing which has gripped the hearts 
of women and evén some of the men 
politicians connected with the Reed op- 
position. 

Early in the campaign Wilson wrote 
a letter to The St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat In which he assailed Reed, declar- 
ling him incapable of 
legiance to dhy person or any cause. 

Had he stopped at the one letter, Long’s 
cause might have Been greatly strength- 
ened, some Democrats. think. But he 
wrote other letters, one of them to for- 
mer Governor Lon V. Stevens in reply 
to a letter from the latter, in which he 


“sustained al- 


buke by the Democrats in the primary. 
Wilson's interference, in the primary in 
Missouri aroused some sentiment favor- 
able to Reed, on the theory that Wilson 
is not so sick after all if he fs‘ able to 
write loggers to Missouri urging Reed's 
defeat. he letters were declared by the 
Reed adherents to be evidence of a vin- 
dictive spirit. But in spite of Wilson's 
letters, which. haye been of doubtful 
value to Lofig, he &tilfrermmains the domi-

Between Wilson and Reed. 





In fact, the contest is between Wood- 
row Wilson and James A. Reed. ‘There 
is not now, and has never been, any 
considerable sentiment for Long in 
Missouri among Democrats. The moving 
spirit of the Long campaign is hatred 
of and prejudice against Reed. Demo- 
crats in talking about the campaign 
either praise or censure Reed. It is un- 
| sels hear praise of Long as a can- 
didate, although there is some of that. 
The Long forces are almost fanatical | 
jin opposition to Reed. . The fight is not 
lone to defeat but to annihilate the 
Senator. It is to drive him from the 
Democratic Party—to brand him as a 


party outlaw not entitled to any party, 


consideration whatever. 

Mrs. Fred A. Reid, former President 
of the Democratic League of St. Louis, 
has organized the ‘' Rid-Us-of-Ree@ 
Club,’’ which boasts a memberghip of 
1,600. 

A walking mate of the ‘* Rid-Us-of- 
Reed Club” is the ‘** Voluntary Asso- 
ciation of St. Louis Democrats,’’ an 
organization of about sixty-five lawyers 
whose slogan is ‘‘ Purge the Party of 
Reed.”’ Two of its members—Colonel 
Francis M. Curlee, a veteran of the 
World War, and Charles M. Hay, dry 
candidate for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Senator in 1020—are actively 
campaigning, attacking Reed’s loyalty 
to both party and country during. the 
war. 

Senator Reed is being fought also be- 
cause he opposed national prohibition, 
woman suffrage and the maternity law. 
But these are issues of only minor ![m- 
portance. The Missouri Anti-Saloon 
League, the Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union, groups of Protestant min- 
isters and the Non-Partisan League of 
Women Voters are actively gunning for 
Reed’s ‘political scalp. 

These issues are having some weight 
in the campaign, but prohibition and the 
maternity bill opposition seem to have 
helped rather than hurt Reed. In tne 
large cities Reed’s vote probably will be 
increased by many thousands by anti- 
prohibitionists, some of them Repub- 
licans. 

Dates Back to Federal Reserve Bill. 


Reed first came into disfavor among 
Wilson Democrats in. Missouri during 
consideration of the Federal Regerve. bill 
by the Senate. . His insistence upon 
amending the bill aroused a flurry 
against him which did not subside until 
early in 1916, when a letter written to 
him by Wilson commending his course 
in connection with the banking law was 
circulated in Missouri.by Reed and his 
friends. 

Reed's opponents in this primary said 
Wilson wrote that letter in, the same 
spirit as one would speak kindly to a 
petulant child to avoid an open outbreak. 
It was intended, the Wilson adherents 
says, to get Reed to relinquish his oppo- 
sition to the measure so that it could be 

| passed. Reed's friends claim that the 
letter came from Wfison voluntarily as 
a reluctant concession to the Senator’s 
work in shaping up the law, which has 
been the boast of the Democratic Party 
leaders ever since. 

Reed first broke with Wilson in 1913 
over the appointment of a Postmaster 
at Kansas City. Then he fought the 
appointment of Thomas F. Jones of the 


International Harvester Company to the 
Federal Reserve Board and Jones's name 
was withdrawn. 

These incidents, coupled with Reed’s 
opposition to the Federal aes act, 
brought a storm. of protests from. Demo- 
crats back home,» The tor straight-

Reed 
fought the food control act and fought 
Hoover as a “‘Britisher’’ with designs 
upon the American farmer for the bene- 
fit of the people of England. 

Reed offered an amendment to the 
selective service law which Wlison rec- 
ommended to permit volunteering, but 
this seems not to have stirred up any 
particular animosity. 

Before the outbreak of.the war Reed 
signed. the round robin in which Sen- 
ators stated that ifthe subject had been 
brought to a vote they would have voted

Senator \Underwood's statement that 
the State Department was contemplating 
such a treaty was confirmed from Ad- 
ministration sources when Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian Miller admitted the fact, 
but stoutly maintained that the Admin- 
istration expected to protect American 
claims in every way possible. Mr. Miller 
refused to take a stand either for or 
against the Underwood bill, saying that 
the State and Justice Departments were 
fully as much concerned as his own and 
that he preferred to obtain their views 
before expressing -his. 

Same Favor Mixed Commission. 
Secretary of State Hughes may be 
called befofe the subcommittee, Chair- 
man Cummins Intimated, adding’ that 
there was a view.in some quarters that 
the claim settlements should be nego- 
tiated through. diplomatic - channels. 
Senator Cummins added «that this same 
sentiment favored @ mixed commission 
of Germans and Americans. The com- 
mission under the Underwood bill would 
be all..American. 

Besides Mr. Miller, the present custo- 
dian, two former oecupants of the office, 
Ay Mitchell Palmer and Frank P, Gar- 
van, téstified before the sub-committee. 
Mr. Palmer said that he saw no reason 
why there should be any compunction 
in using seized German property to pay 
American claims. He said that this was 





already contemplated in an agreement 
between Germany and the United States 
through a paragraph included in the 
separate treaty ratified by the Senate 
last year. 

An interesting featureé.of the nedring 
was the'absence of any testimony bear- 
ing on the sale of the Gernian dye and 
drug patents-by former Custodian Gar- 
van to the Chernical Foundation. Chair- 
man Cummins ruled that ‘“* no.extrane- 
ous’ matter should be taken wp, and 
there were only fleeting allusions to the 
subject. 

One of these came when Custodian 
Miller said- he hoped he would have an 
opportunity at another hearjng to reply 
‘to certain allegations ’’ made in Con- 
gress, which was evidently an allusion to 
the charges made against him in the 
House by Representatives Woodruff and 
Johnson. 

‘““The American people are entitled to 
n tribunal to present their claims, and 
in the meantime the seized property 
should be kept intact,’’ said Senator 
Underwood. ‘I think action should be 
taken before this Congress adjourns, and 
if an attempt were made to ratify a 
separate treaty, it would prebably be a 
long, long time before that: could “be 
done.”’

In his testimony, Colonel, Miller’ said 
that the AHen Property: Custodian’s of- 
fice was now administering 33,000 trusts, 
which had been reduced from an orig- 
inal 50,000 trusts, involving former 
enemy property extending over the 
American domain from the Philippines 
to New England.

‘SUBS CLUB MAURICE GOLDEN TO PRODUCE | ... 


_ OWNER FOR DIVORCE 


‘Wife Swears Detectives Found 
“Charles C. Wagner With 
~~ Lillian Lorraine. 


ASKS $5,000 COUNSEL FEES 


Husband Declares Club Maurice 
Couldn’t Pay Rent and That 
He Is Penniless. 


Details of a raid by private detectives 
of an apartment in West Seventy-first 
Street where Charles C. Wagner,’ half 
owner of the Club Maurice, is alleged 
to have been found in the early morning 
with TAlltan Lorraine, the actress, were 
disclosed: in papers filed yesterday by 
Mrs. Gladys Wagner for alimony and 
$5,000 counsel fees pending a suit for di-. 
voree.. Wagner denied charges of mis- 
conduct and deciared that he was penni- 
less. Supreme Court Justice Donnelly 
appointed Geoffrey Konta referee to de- 
termine Wagner's ability to pay. 

The Wagners were married in 1917 at 
Seattle. Mrs. Wagner states in her peti- 
tion for alimany that her husband lived 
with her until May 10 last at 200 West 
Fifty-fourth street; that he abandoned 
her on that date and has given her noth- 
ing since and that previously he had 


given her at least $150 a week and 
sometimes $500. 1n estimating the value 
of her nusband’s interest in the Club 
Maurice, Mrs. Wagner said the club 
contracted with Maurice and Leonora 
Hughes to dance there last season for 
$600 a week, $1 on each cover charge 

and $1,000 for traveling expenses from’ 
Paris to New York. Mrs. Wagner said 
that her husband’s partner, John F. 
Lenihan, told her that Florence Walton 
had been engaged for next season with 
a@ guarantee of $1,200 a week. If she 
draws 1,700 persons a week she will re- 
ceive $2,U0u, and if 2,000 persons attend 
weekly she ‘will get $2,500 a week. . 

Lulu Caidwell, Mrs. Wagner's maid, 
said in an affidavit that on May 28, 
at the request of Mrs. Wagner, she went 
with. detectives to the West Seventy- 
first Street house. while Mrs, Wagner 
remeined on a near-by corner... Wé 9 
ner, she said, was in the apartment with 
a woman she did not know, and who 
sereamed when the raiders entered. 

Wagner, replying to his wife's affi- 
davit, said that the Club Maurice had 
never paid any dividends; and that all 
he got from it was $l5u a week salary. 
Now the club is closed, he said, and he 
gets nothing. He said that last season 
the club lost $47,000; that it defaulted 
in the payment of $1, 000 for monthly 
rent, was dispossessed, that the premises 
had been leased to another corporation 
for twenty-one years and that the’ 
club was practically insolvent. He 
stated that four months ago he got $1s,- 
000 in two‘checks and gave them to his 
wife for safe keeping. She deposited the 
money in her own name and later gave 
him’ back $4,000 or $5,000, She spent 
$2,000 or $3, 000 for a fur coat and other 
clothing, he declared, and he thinks she 
still has $8,000 or $,000.. Mrs. Wagner 
denied that her husband ever gave her 
the money. 

‘If I had not given to my wife the 
money above referred to for safe keeping, 
against such a contingency as happened, 
and had she not refused to turn the 
property over to me, I would have been 
able to save the corporation, but as a 
result of my wife’s own act she has | 
made it impossible for me to pay any 
alimony and counsel fee whatever in} 
tnis action,’’ said Wagner. 

Mrs. Wagner replied that she does 
not believe her husband and his partner 
would have permitted their valuable in- | 
terest being. destroyed merely from 
{inability to raise $1,000. She insists 
they could have borrowed many thou- | 
sands on the equipment alone. She said | 
she was informed that her husband w as | 
a member of a party of five, including | 
Miss Lorraine, which went ‘to Eldred. | 
N. Y¥., on May 20, stopped at Fernclift | 
Lodge, and returned on May 26. ‘‘ Such | 
a state of affairs scarcely tallies with 
the present plea of poverty, nor was it 
conducive to rendering efficient service 
to the interests of the Club Maurice, 
whose present difficulties, if they exist, 
he has blamed on me,” said Mrs. 
Wagner. 


INQUIRY BY RED CROSS. 


Washington Agrees to-Proposa! on 
Asia Minor Atrocities. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 27.—Acting on 

-the suggestion of the British Govern- 
ment, which was concurred in by 
France, the United States Government 
has agreed that the investigation of 
atrocities in the Near East shall be con- 
ducted by the International Red Cross, 
it was-announced at the State Depart- 
ment today. At the same time the de- 
partment was informed that the Interna- 
tional Red Cross was prepared to under- 
take the investigation in Asia Minor. 

In order to expedite the inquiry the 
State Department has sent instructions 
to American officials in Constantinople 
and Athens to co-operate with the rep- 
resentatives of these powers in securing 
with the least possible delay the nec- 
essary facilities for investigations by 
the commissions to be selected by the 
International Red Cross. 

Originally the British Government pro- 
posed in a note to the United States that 
this Government join ‘Great Britain, 
France and Italy in an investigation of 
reported outrages against minority popu- 
lations in territories of Asia Minor 
particularly Anatolia, under control of | 
rurkish and Greek authorities. To this | 
proposal, the United States agreed, as 
did the other invited powers, the Unite 2d 
States suggesting that two commissions 
be named, one to investigate conditions 
in. territory under Greek control, and 
another to make inquiries in Turkish 
territory. 

in its more recent proposal, the Brit- 
ish Government suggests that in view 
of the state of war existing between 
the Allied Rowers and Turkey, the pros- 
ie of securing an early and satisfac- 

sry conclusion of the proposed inquiry 

“would be enhanced if it were entrusted 
to a neutral agency.’ 

It had been generally understood that 
the Greek authorities would offer no ob- 
jection, but the Angora Government is 
understood to have made it plain that 
no inquiry would be permitted in Turk- 
ish territory unless it were made by 
unprejudiced parties, préferably by neu- 
trals. It is believed that this stand by 
the Angora Government is responsible

Lieutenants Streikhouse and Monroe 
Found Under Wrecked Plane. 


RANTOUL, UL, July 27.—First Licu- 
tenant R. H. Streikhouse and Second 
Lieutenant Taylor H. Monroe were 
killed five miles north of here today, 
when their airplane fell 500 fect. 

Lieutenant Streikhouse, a regular army 
officer, was stationed at Chanute Field, 


Lieutenant Monroe lived in Detroit and 
had been at Chanute Field fifteen days 
doing special work. 

The two officers, who were on an in- 
spection trip, flew near the field about 
an hour and then sight of them was lost. 
Their bodies were found in the wrecked 
plane on a farm. The plane was a mass 
of wreckage and the cause of the acci- 
dent could not be determined.

Charley White, Chicago lightweight, was 
introduced, and challengéd the winner. 
Sid Barbarian. of Detroit, Mich.,. and 
Rocky Kansas, Buffalo lightweight, 
who had his left arm in a splint, were 
introduced. As the gloves were being 
strapped on him, Leonard,. from his 
chair in the corner, nodded to friends at 
the ringside. The champion looked in 
good condition and was tanned from his 
Work in the outdoors.

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THRONG IN ARENA 
1S WHLL BEHAVED, 


MANY WOMEN: ARE PRESENT 


Numerous Celebrities Also on Hand; | 
but Crowd Is Not So Notable 
as at “ Battle of Century.” 


A wooden saucer black with people, 
its sloping sides running down to a 
canvas ring under glaring calciums; 2 
square of light in a circle of. darkness; 
three alert, moving figures—this was 
Boyle’s Thirty Acres as it would have 
looked last night to the man from Mars 
peering down. The bout was not a 
‘‘battle of the century,’’ as was its 
predecessor of last July. Perhaps it 
was not even the battle of a half cen- 
tury or a quarter century, reverting to 
fractions. But what you call it is not 
the important thing. ‘ 

Comparisons are odious.and also inev- 
itable,@but most of the 60,000 people last 
night went back to.the day last Summer 
when Tex Rickard’s arena got its bap- 
tism of fire. It was a new crowd last 
night, a new setting and almost a new 
arena. Few lightweight battles have 
been staged on such a scale and in such 
a stadium, 

‘This is Boyle’s Thirty Acres,’’ says 
an informative sign on the heights of 


Rickgrd’s stadium. But they were not 
the same, these thirty acres. Last Sum- 
mer it was broad daylight, a gentle 
sun overhead, a shirt-sleeved crowd, 
and new pine boards, This latest bout 
was a battle by night, a fight after 
dark, with the stadium, the crowd, the 
pine boards shrouded in Jersey dark- 
ness. 

It was a well behaved throng on the 

whole—languid and not eoaily roused at 
first, but later as mercurial as the 
crowd which saw Georges Carpentier 
battered down. There were hundreds of 
women, some of whom waited for hours 
with the early comers. Dignitaries and 
celebrities slipped into ringside seats. 
Public officials of city and State, Su- 
reme Court. Justices, bankers and 
rokers, sporting notables, bootleggers, 
divorcees, millionaires—all of them 
milled in the pre-battle rush to seats 
near the lighted ring. 


Only One “ Battle of Century.” 


However, there will be only one 
“‘battle of the century,” and only one 
such crowd. There were not s0 many 
society folks there last night. There was 
only one Governor, Edward I. Edwards 
of New Jersey, instead of a half dozen. 
There were few diplomats, but more 
dyed-in-the-wool fight fans. It was a 
partisan, excited throng if not the most 
distinguished in history. 

Neither in numbers nor in distinction 
was the crowd as great as the throng of 
July ‘2, 1921. For that matter, the police 
arrangements disclosed a slight flaw, a | 
small departure from the perfection of 
the first bout. Just as the preliminary 
bouts were starting, at a few minutes 
past 8, fans sitting in the unreserved 
seats to the south rushed pellmell into 
the $5 and $3 sections. A few, hundred 
seats were appropriated before the police 
could interfere, but the disorder ended 
there and few persons were kept away 
frem the seats that they had paid for. 
Fans in ather sections kept their seats, 
and order prevailed. 

The police and fire arrangements had 
improved with experience. Having had 
one ‘battle of the century’ in their 
town, Jersey City’s minions of law and 
order were the ‘better for it. In the 
first place, fewer guardians were re- 
quired, partly because a smaller crowd 
was expected than a vear ago and partly 
because practice had made perfect. Five 
hundred policemen and three hundred 
firemen were on duty, as compared to 
the sixteen hundred who guarded the 
Dempsey~-Carpentier bout. At that af- 
fair policemen and firemen from New- 
ark, .Bayonne and other Jersey towns 
came in to-augment the home force. 
Last night Inspector T. J. Wolfe and 
his men handled the arrangements by 
themselves, and they were proud of 
their handiwork. 

Inspector Wolfe took charge of both 
police and firemen inside and outside 
the stadium. There were 350 ushers 
and the same number of ticket takers, 
guides, ticket sellers, chiefs, assistant 
chiefs, second assistant chiefs, pop boys 
and program boys. Take it by and large 
and an army of more than 1,500 was 
needed to marshal the crowd in and out 
of the arena and watch against fire, 
panic, accidents and the like. 


Much Smoke but No Fire. 


Almost anything could have happened. 
A frail stand of pinewood, exposed to 
the elements for a full year, packed with 
moving thousands, excitement in the air 
and a pall of smoke over it all. There 


was smoke but no fire. At every en- 
trance, every gate stood a fireman with 
a vigilant and suspicious eye for the 
cigarette and the hastily thrown match. 
lf a blaze had started its life would 
have been short but glorious. 

A detachment of New York detectives 
came across the Hudson to look for pick- 
pockets, but law and order and the Con- 
stitution reigned supreme. Ip fact, . it 
was a languid crowd that’ munched 
home-made sandwiches,, and now and 
then resorted to the forbidden hip pocket 
in the early reaches of the evening. 
There is nothing quite as staid and 
sober as a fight crowd awaiting for 
something to happen. A football throng 
s its liveliest before the battle. Base- 
ball fans have snappy practices to 
soothe their impatient souls. But the 
fight fan has nothing to do but wait, 
and he waits with a hopeful dullness 
that is unique. 

Some of them, too, waited hours for 
this lightweight battle of battles. From 
5 o'clock on the crowd filed in. Thee 
was an early flood, a.choking of the en- 
trances and then a lull. The stn went 
down in a drab sky and lights came on 
around, the rim of the arena. The ad- 
mission seats were fringed with people, 
but not filled when the other sections 
began receiving the burden, which 
flowed downward almost. imperceptibly 
toward the ring. By 7:30 a few ring- 
side folk were in their seats, most of 
them members of the gentle boxing pro- 
fession. Their high-toned . neighbors 
waited till’ later—waited, some of them, 
ae Leonard and Tendler were in the 
ring. 


Tendler’s. Supporters Arrive. 


Aisles began clogging at 8 o’clock and 
the police and ‘ushers had trouble in 
keeping them clear. The upper reaches 
were still bare in places, but the middle 
sections filled -with surprising speed. 
Seven thousand Philadelphians, swear- 
ing fealty to the cause of Tendler, came 
on special trains and swelled th= total 
Airplanes swooped lazily several hun- 
dred feet overhead and the crowd stood 
up, potting more stress on the pine 
boards under foot. ‘' Get out the New 
York aerial .police!'’ yelled one fan -as 
the aviator did tricks over his head. 

Tex Rickard appeared at the ringside, 
and the crowd stirred. Mayor Frank 
Hague, a broad-shouldered executive, 
came in and cast a keen eye over the 
police and fire arrangements. White- 
sashed women filed through the. throng, 
asking donations for a school fund, ‘The 
crowd milled in and Jostied elbows. 
Near the ring a woman—not a flapper— 
talked fight while she exhaled cigarette 
smoke expertly from her nostrils. Func- 
tionaries began appearing in the ring. 
The ropes were tested solemnly by a 
large party wearing a large badge. 
Celebrities arrived more obscurely and 
were recognized only by the - talent 
around the ring. /The smoke got thicker 
and the twilight heavier. 

The thousands of Philadelphians in,the 
big arena got in the! first ovation, for 
Yendler came into the ring’a minute 
ahead of the champion.. There was a, 
roar, a craning. of necks,.a clearing of 
aisles and then the rival gladiators came 
down the narrow passages, preceded by 
an impressive bodyguard of stalwart 
policemen. in the ring were six blue- 
coats. and two doctors, lending more 
weight to the orci atmosphere in 
which Jersey City delights. ‘

This was distinctly a 
poor betting bout for the rank and file 
of these who incline to financial. support 
of their opinions. The preponderance of 
Leonard money and~a sharply contrast- 
ing lack of Tendler money were respon- 
sible for the comparatively few wagers 
made on the outcome. 

An avalanche of Tendler money was 
expected before the boxers - climbed 
through the ropes... It was confidently 
expected that the Philadelphian’s sup- 
porters from the Quaker City would 
bring with them a sufficient supply of 


funds .with which to support their fa- 
vorite. Reports at the ringside. failed 
to reveal the expected financial influx. 
Leonard remained-a favorite to win in 
odds of 3>to 1. What few wagers were 
placed on,this proposition were of neces- 
sity made with the provision that the 
majority newspaper decision determine 
the winner... There is no referee's or 
| judge’s decision - permitted under the 
Hurley -law. which governs boxing. in 
New Jersey..

The Philadelphian's admir- 
ers were reported to ,have exhibited a 
last-minute desire to gamble on their 
favorite to win the unofficial decision.

Take Third Straight From the 
Mound City Team, 12 to 7, 
After Many Vicissitudes. 


COME FROM BEHIND TWICE 


Visitors Take Lead in a Humming 
First Inning, Lose It and Regain 
It, but Are Outslugged. 


The Giants made it three in a row 
yesterday and are all primed for that 
double-header this afternoon. No mat- 
ter what happens today the Giants will 
Wave farewell to the Cards from their 
present position at the top of the league 
ladder.

Safe Hits Beceme Commonplace. 


If there wasn’t much hitting in the 
opening session, there was a_ great} 
plenty during the rest of the game, the 
total number of safeties being twenty- 
four, with the Giants collecting exact- 
ly three-quarters of them.

ROBINS’ PROTESTS

Heydler Upholds Umpires on 
Their Decisions in Games 
of July 4 and 10. 


John A. Heydler, “President of the 
Nationat League, im two decisions 
handed down yesterday refused to allow 
the protests of the Brooklyn club of the 
game with the Giants at the Pole; 
Grounds on July 4 and of the game with 
the Cardinals in St. Lauis on July 10. 
The Brooklyn club contended that Earl 
Smith of the Giants obstructed Ray 
Schmandt from touching the plate in 
the game of July 4 and that Umpire. 
Moran was in error in not allowing the 
runmer to score. If the runner had} 
been permitted to score, the gameqwould 
have ended in a victory for the Robins 
instead of in a tie. The Brooklyn club 
also contended that Ainsmith illegally 
obstructed De Berry from the plate in 
the game of July 10 and that Umpire 
Ktem erred im refusing to allow the run. 

Mr. Heydler’s statement containing 
the decisions follows in part: 

“These protests have to do with the 
unpopular practice of ‘blocking off’ 
rumners at the plate—a play that has 
always been the cause of dispute, ill- 
feeling” among and. serious injury to 
players, but against which no practical 
rule remedy has been found.

Vincent Richards added gloriously to 
his record of victorious achievements on 
the courts yesterday afternoon at the 
Crescent Athletic Club, Bay Ridge, by 
defeating Zenzo Shimizu, Japanese 
Davis Cup player and one of the greatest 
racquet-wielders in the world. This was 
the first meeting of the 19-year-old 
national junior champion with the Japa- 
nese expert, and it took plate in the 
semi-final. round of the Metropolitan 
championship tournament. Richards 
won by scores of 7—5, 6-8, 1—6, 6—3, 
O-4, 

In the other semi-final of the singles, 
Howard Kinsey of California defeated S. 
Howard Voshell of the West Side Tennis 
; Club in another five-set match. This 
was scored 4—6, 4—6, 6—2, 6-4, 6-4, and 


| represented a notable uphill fight by the 
Westerner. 

| Play for the doubles championship was 
continued, and the team of William ‘TT. 
Tilden 2d and his 14-year-old school boy 
partner, <A. . (Sandy '’) Wiener of 
Philadelphia, reached the semi-finals. 
| Philip Neer and James Davies, inter- 
| collegiate champions, reached the fourth 
{round, but the other leading teams, 
| Howard and Robert Kinsey, Shimizu 
and Selichiro Kashio, and Voshell and 
Sam Hardy, delayed their appearance 
until this afternoon. 

Besides his appearance in the singles, 
in which Tilden’s poaching upon his 
youthful partner’s territory amused the 
gallery vastly, the national champion 
played a practice match of three sets 
with R. C. Wertheim of the Australian 
Davis Cup team and defeated him handi- 
ly. The gallery was the biggest of the 
week and practically filled the stands. 


Heavy Test for Youngster. 
}

Chief interest, of course, hung upon 
| the Richards-Shimizu match. This rep- 
| resented a heavy test for the Yonkers 
| youngster. No player in all tennis is a 
| better court general than Shimizu, and 


| few Inceed can match him in backcourt 
| steadiness, No tennis fan who recalls 
| his work -in the Davis Cup challenge 
| round against Tilden last Summer needs 
| to be told how hard a man the Japanese 
|} is to beat. It is all the more to Rich- 
jards's credit that Shimizu was in his 
| usual form, playing quite as well as he 
ever does. Many arguments had 
been heard as to whether, if Richards 
| were placed on a Davis Cup team, he 
; could heat a man like Shimizu. He 
| demonstrated that he could all right, 
| but it should be added that he had one 
| of the most troublous times of his career 
jin doing it. 
| The one thing that nearly upset Rich- 
|} ards was the wonderful accuracy of 
| Shimizu’s lobbing. The Japanese showed 
| that he had a healthy respect for the 
| Zantor champion's ability as a voileyer, 
j}and he allowed him to resort to it only 
| at severe risk and an exhausting amount 
| of running. Excepting in the last stages 
> the fifth set, when Richards dared 
everything in a super-brilliant attack 
from the net, he was exceedingly care- 
| ful not to take too many chances. When 
| he did go up, in the first four sessions, 
| Shimizu almost invariably treated him 
to a lob that landed within a few inches 
of the baseline. Richards would dash 
> and dash back again and lose a lot 
of breath and physical energy while do- 
ing it. The crafty Shimizu, by this 
method, nearly succeeded in wearing 
out his opponent, and there were times 
jin, ~ third ‘set when Richards looked 
all in. 
Richards might have shortened the 
}match considerably had be been able to 
point his first service more accurately. 
| His control of this important weapon in

However, Richards redeemed himself

He took chances then, 
jand got away with them magnificently. 
}He knew that the one way to beat the 
| Japanese was by risking everything in a 
net attack, and he arose mightily to 
|; the occasion. His service had tremen- 
| dous pace and stayed in court, his vol- 
| leying ~was super-perfect, his getting 
isuperb. ‘He sent over placement after 
| placement, kill after kill, in the most 
{brilliantly spectacular and thrilling fin- 
ish seeh on a tennis court this ‘season. 
| That finish of Richards’s raised him te 
greatness on the courts, if nothing else 
in his life ever did. 

While Richards was playing up to 


f | more cautious tactics in the early sets, 


the remarkable thing about his play was 

{the manner in which he matched the 
| Japanese in covering court at the base- 
| line. He was almost as steady as Shim- 
|} izu and his control was nearly perfect. 
| Trying to outlast the Japanese in driv- 
ing exchanges is discouraging business, 
| however, and Richards never could have 
| won at it. He showed good judgment 
;}in making his final attack as he did. 

Shimizu ran up a three-game lead in 
ithe opening set before Richards could 
get started. Shimizu led at 3-1 and 
5-2. Richards took the next five games 
in a row by a splendid rally. He was 
Shimizu's equal in backcourt and was 
successful often enough at the net to 
give him the winning edge. His over- 
| head hitting was uneven and he missed 
|a good many smashes that are usually 
made to order for him. Also his finish- 
ling shots did not have sufficient pace 
iin many of the rallies and this prolonged 
‘not only the first set, but the second 
as well. 

Shimizu took the lead again at the 
start of the second session. He won 
the first two games and Richards the 
next two. The same process was then 
gone through again and they were tied 
at 4-all. In the eleventh game Richards, 
going after a difficult volley, slipped 
and fell heavily. He scraped his knee, 
but did no serious damage, and was soon 
lable to resume.

was concluded here this afternoon. 
Farrell's victory was:one of the most 
spectacular in the history of the game.

Then, once 
setting out in front, he proceeded to 
click off. birdies and pars with such 
menotonous regularity that there. was 
never any doubt about his winning after 
the thirteenth hole. 

The Quaker Ridge youngster, out in 36, 
two under par, on his final. effort—the 
lowest mark, by the way, that was made 
during the tournament—continued on his 
meteoric jaunt over the final half of the 
journey. Upon checking up at the home 
green it was found that he had returned 
in ae i five strokes under par for a 
total of 67, establishing a new competi- 
tive record for the course and equaling 
Jim Barnes’s record for the old course, 
conceded as being at least two shots 
easier than the present layout. 

It was a great exhibition of the royal

On the final nine holes, Farrell's 
work with wood and irons was so 
sparkling that at each hole he was left 
with a putt for a birdie.

By playing the first seven holes in even 
4's he found himself up on even terms 
with Golden at that point, a stroke 
}ahead of Barnes and three strokes in 
front of Big Bob, who cracked with a 
bang at the seventh hole, whick cost 
him a 7. Another 7 at the eighth and 
there was no further menace go far as 
the Chicagoan was concerned. The 
eighth likewise proved distasteful to 
Barnes, who, after playing like a cham- 
Dion up to this point, went into a siding 
to make way for the steady, ploddy 
Golden and the meteor-like Farrell, then 
only a stroke apart at the turn, the for- 
mer being 256 and the latter 267.

His 
wooden shots were long and seldom off 
the line, but It was his uncanny mas- 
tery over his irons that gave him his 
low total.

MYTHS ABOUT NEWSPAPERS.. 

During the debate on the 
duties in the Senate, it has often been 
stated that it was mainly the corre- 
sponding schedule of the Payne-| 
Aldrich tariff which defeated the Re- 
publicans in the Congressional election 
of 1910. Republicans as 
Democrats have asstrted this. Sena- 
tor LENROOT repeatedly warns his 
party against running this year into 
the same stone wall against which 
they butted their heads twelve years 
ago. But on Wednesday Senator 
McCuMBER came forward with a 
brand-new theory. It was not wool 
that did it, he affirmed, but wood 
pulp and print paper. As himself a 
great authority on defeat, he declared 
that “the real cause of Mr. Tarr’s 
“defeat in 1912 was the refusal of 
“*the Republican Party to put news- 
‘* print paper on the free list.’’ 

It will be noted that Mr. McCumMBER 
cheerfully mixed up his dates. He 
passed lightly from 1910, the year of 
the election under discussion, to 1912, 
about which there had been no discus- 
sion at all. What happened in the 
election of the latter year is so fresh 
in the minds of all who were not school 
children at the time as to make Sena- 
ter McCuMBeER’s statement histori- 
cally ridiculous. THEODORE ROOSEVELT 
had a thousand times more to do with 
splitting the Republican Party 
beating President’ Tart than any or 
of the schedules of any tariff ever 
heard of. Yet Mr. McCumser, living 
in an unreal world of his own creat- 
ing, solemnly informs the Senate that 
he alone had the dark secret in his|| 
possession, and that the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association, 
in revenge for not getting certain 
tariff favors, had entered into mid- 
night conspiracy to ‘destroy the 
Administration.’’ 

If this could be believed by the 
Senate, obviously anything could be 
believed; and accordingly that eminent 
raconteur, Senator Watson of In- 
diana, proceeded regale his 
hearers with details, drawn from. his 
cloakroom memories to bear out the 
supposition of a newspaper plot. Both 
of his witnesses are dead. This was 
no embarrassment to the 
Senator, rather an advantage. He en- 
joyed himself telling his stories all 
the more for knowing that he was 
not exposed to their immediate denial. 
Thus they are left to stand on their 
own inherent improbability, which is 
great. Yet we should have lost some- 
thing if we had not had that delightful 
tale about the late HkRMAN RIDDER 
jollying Speaker CANNON along with 
an offer of the Presidency, and 
“Uncle Joe’’ with a high tragedy 
manner putting away the crown and 
denouncing its proffer as an attempt 
to bribe him in the conscientious dis- 
charge of his public duty. 

The whole episode is comic in the 
extreme, yet it has its serious side. It 
is not wholly a laughing matter when 
public men gravely lend their ears to 
such preposterous inventions. They 
might at least look at the facts. They 
might have called upon Senator Mc- 
CuMBER to name one newspaper that 
had changed its political allegiance in 
consequence of the rates on wood pulp 
or print paper. The record is open to 
all, and it shows with absolute 
certitude that, if there were any such 
conspiracy as Senator McCumsgr 
fancies, it was never carried out. The 
lines of party division after the Payne- 
Aldrich bill remained very much as 
they were before in the newspaper 
world; and the great upheaval in 1912 
was due entirely to the Progressive 
movement and not in the slightest de- 
gree to any question of tariff rates. 
The fantastic assertions to the con- 

trary are really an insult to the in- 
telligence of all men who were alive 
ten years ago and have not completely 
jest their faculties. The evidence is

so abundantly available that it throws 
the imaginings of Senator McCuMBER 
bodily out of court. It may be stated 
without fear of contradiction by 
any man who knows the facts that 
the Newspaper Publishers Association 
never did, and never contemplated 
doing, what he charges. 
false in gross and in detail. 
Newspaper men cannot prevent Sen- 
ators from believing the impossible 
and telling idle rumors about the press. 
But they have a right to demand that 
their Senatorial critics take a little 
pains to inform themselves concerning 
what they so lightly say. Any one 
even partially, acquainted with the 
truth would know that what Senator 
McCumBER alleges is wholly unthink- 
able. Newspapers could not combine 
and conspire in the way he intimates, 
even if they wished to do so. Such a 
‘union of selfish interests on their part 
as Mr. McCumMBErR describes would be 
only a rope of sand that would fall 
apart at the first touch. Everybody 
in the newspaper business knows this. 
And even those outside it, if they have 
a fair share of common knowledge 
and are not cursed with credulity, un- 
derstand that newspaper men are 
guided in their public conduct by 
standards poles asunder from those 
which Senator McCumber attributes 
to them. They have their own repu- 
tation to maintain. They have a pro- 
fession of which they desire jealously 
to guard the honor. And they have 
a sense of public duty at least as keen 
as that of a Senator. Hence it is 
that they resent and will not fail to 
expose all such myths about news- 
papers as were circulated in the Sen- 
ate by men who showed themselves 
on this occasion as no better than 


credulous gossip-mongers. 


RATES ‘AND VOTES. 

General HANCOCK's position, so un- 

justly jeered at in 1880, that the tariff 
is a local issue, was made manifest as 
truth again in the Senate on Wednes- 
day. Seven Democratic Senators 
voted for the skyscraping duties; 
eight Republicans voted for the Len- 
root amendment, fixing 60 per cent. 
as the maximum ad valorem equiva- 
lent of the specific rates. It is useless 
to discuss the arguments for and 
against the rate that has been fixed. 
There is no real economic argument 
involved. The sole question is what 
votes are to be got or lost by these 
permissions and swappings of high 
duties. Mr. LENROoT said the ominous 
word: 

I do not want to see such rates in 
this bill as will result in a Democratic 
Congress next year and a Democratic 
President in 1924. 

The Republican majority in Congress 

is working for exactly that result. 


A FORM OF SECESSION. 


President HarpiNnoa’s characterization 
of Mr. J. CLEVE Dean's telegram as 
= and untruthful ” 
was, if anything, too mild. The out- 
giving of this publicity agent of the 
railway employés was a deliberate at- 
tempt to present as a mere matter of 
local violence and its suppression what 
is really a menace to public safety and 
to the integrity of our national insti- 
tutions. The similar situation with 
which RooseveLT had to deal was far 
less menacing, yet he called it ‘‘ the 
‘“most serious national crisis since 
“the Civil War ’’ and made military 
preparations to deal with it. 

What the miners are trying on is a 
form of secession. Massachu- 
setts and South Carolina, Pennsyl- 
vania and California, are no more 
units of our national life than are the 
coal mines. Any State or section of 
the Union might secede and leave the 
remainder, however curbed in dignity 
and cribbed in future development, 
still normally prosperous, safe and 
free. But paralysis of the coal mines 
lays at once a heavy burden of ex- 
pense upon every citizen throughout 
the country, slows down or stops the 
wheels of industry, and threatens a 
Winter of privation to all—disaster to 
What tyrant could do 
worse? ,It is no accident that this 
power has grown so great., In the 
past, hard-coal and soft-coal strikes 
have fallen in different years. The 
strike against’ which RoosEVELT or- 
dered General SCHOFIELD to prepare 
the National Army was limited to the 
anthracite mines. The United Mine 
Workers have now contrived to have 
their wage agreements end—in conse- 
quence their strikes begin—simul- 
taneously. Precisely similar in spirit 
is Mr.’ Lewis's insistence that, how- 
ever different the conditions in differ- 
ent mining fields, all agreements shall 
be ‘‘ national ’’—subject to bargaining 
under his personal direction. In brief, 
what the nation faces is a dual 
secession. 

No one denies that the strikers are 
within their legal rights. Mr. DEAN’s 
talk of ‘‘ an attempt to establish in- 
voluntary servitude ” and ‘‘ to place 
American labor under the gun ” is ar- 
rant and obvious falsehood. No striker 
nee@ fear restraint of his . liberties. 
Against the secession of States, it may 
be recalled, there was no clear legal 
prohibition. The framers of the Con- 
stitution left. the point to be decided 
if,and when it arose. This new in- 
dustrial secession differs in the fact 
that the possibility was not and could 
not have been foreseen. But that 
makes an effort to bring it under the 
reign of law only the more justifiable 
anid imperative. ;

Mr. Lioryp Gsorce is a pragmatist, 
which perhaps gives added interest 
to his latest. thoughts on Russia. He 
has tried all possible attitudes toward 
Russia, and has now come down to 
this—that until the Russians so be- 
have as to give foreigners confidence 
in them, they need expect no help 
from abroad. Mr. Huacues and Mr. 
Hoover discovered this long ago, but 
Mr. Luorp GgorcE seems to have 
thought they evolved the conclusion 
out of their own inner consciousness. 
By the slower process of dealing with 
actualities he has come to the same 
opinion. 

His speech in the Commons and 
that of Sir Puittip LLoyp-GREAME on 
the Hague conference may seem to 
be mere repetitions of axioms; but 
there are men in the House to whom 
these truths are not axiomatic, as 
perhaps they were not a few weeks 
ago to those who now utter them. 
Mr. Crynes thought that nothing was 
necessary but to send an Ambassador 
to Russia; bankers and business men 
would swarm after him. Who, for 
example? At The Hague the only dis- 
tinguished British business men were 
Colonel Borte, who was looking for 
what he might pick up, and Mr. 
URQUHART, whose interest seems to 
have been chiefly in seeing that what 
he used to own was not sold to 
Colonel Borie, 

Yet neither Sir Purp nor Mr. 
Liorp GeEorGE is pessimistic. They 
seem to think that the conference 
served a useful purpose in educating 
the Russians. Sir PHILIP was Ppar- 
ticularly impressed with LiTvINOFF's 
last offer, which seemed to indicate 
that some perception of the truth was 
at Jast filtering into the minds of the 
delegates.

MR. MOSES AND GOVERNOR 
MILLER. 


There is a very worthy society for 
the improvement of the State and for 
municipal and general amelioration, 
called the New York State Association. 
Among its officers are men and women 
whose interest in all causes of ad- 
vancement is known to everybody. 
Still, they can’t follow personally the 
methods or the madness of their or- 
ganization, which, like other associa- 
tions o& the kind, is run by somebody 
who takes the trouble or gets the 
money to furnish notions and propa- 
ganda, and, innocently, to advertise 
his own imperishable accomplishments 
for the advantage of the race. Mr, 
Rosert Moses, Secretary of that insti- 
tution, is now engaged not for the first 
time in manifesting his superiority to 
the facts. In his report, beautifully 
called the State Bulletin, he makes 
some remarks, unjustified by things as 
they are, in regard to certain short- 
ages in the Executive Department. 

Governor MILLER went into his own 
pocket to the extent of $8,000 rather 
than have a deficiency appropriation 
bill introduced into the Legislature. 
Mr. Moses has got that all wrong. He 
has got a number of other things 
wrong. Why shouldn’t he? He as- 
sumes to be the complete censor and 
impeccable Cato of what is done or un- 
done at Albany.

STANDING BY THE LABOR BOARD. 

Before the railway strike occurred 
Chairman Hooper regretted that the 
law under which his board functions 
was ‘‘ toothless.” He said that the 
act used ‘‘ shall ” when it directed the 
carriers and their workers to negotiate 
regarding their disputes, and to carry 
their final disagreements before the 
board; also that the board ‘ shall ’’ 
decide such disputes; but it only 
‘‘may ’’ publish its decision. ‘In 
‘* other words, the board may point 
‘‘ the finger of scorn at the violator, 
*‘and call down upon its head the 
** denunciation of the public.’’ Even 
earlier than that Chairman Barron, 
Chairman Hooper’s predecessor, ruled 
officially that the Erie Railroad had 
broken the board's rules, but no pen- 
alty was announced because the 


n 


board's functions. were purely ‘media- 
tory, without punitive sanction. Yet 
the toothlessness of the law is in- 
tentional. Congress deliberately re- 
jected compulsory clauses, mainly in 
the belief that the only powers neces- 
sary for the board were reliance on 
the support of public opinion against 
the disputant lacking in public spirit, 
or the spirit of fair play. 

Chairman BarToNn was unable to say 
what,.action the board would take if 
its decisions were rejected, but a strike 
vote forced action by him. The strike 
did not follow, and both sides agreed 
to abide by the action of the board. 
Nevertheless, the incident caused the 
board to make a finding that a strik- 
ing union ‘‘ forfeited its rights and 
‘‘ the rights of its members in and to 
‘*the provisions and benefits of all 
“contracts thereto existing, and,the 
‘‘employés thus striking have) re- 
‘* moved themselves voluntarily from 
“‘ the classes entitled to appeal to this 
‘“‘board for relief and protection.’’ 
This was the origin of the charge that 
the board had made the striking em- 
ployés ‘‘ outlaws.’’ 

Thus the strike is a sort of appeal 
from the Labor Board to public opin- 
fon, and there is danger that the 
Transportation act may be deprived 
of such teeth as it has. The railway 
brotherhoods, in fact, are pressing for 
the repeal of the law. But the Trans- 
portation act is entitled to a fairer 
trial than it has had. President 
HaRDING supports the board without 
reserve, and it is worth recalling that 
President Wrison, on the recommen- 
dation of Director General PaYNg, re- 
fused the appeals of the unions to in- 
tervene in their favor against the rail- 
ways. The public now must either 
support the act, the President and 
the board, or set a precedent inviting 
future strikes by permitting one to 
succeed which was not justified even 
on the present showing of those who 
ordered it. 


PADEREWSKI AND POLAND. 


PADEREWSKI says that he is out of 
politics; that he will not be a candi- 
date for President of Poland: nor for 
membership in the Diet. He does not 
feel, he says, that he could contribute 
anything useful to the settlement of 


-the embittered conflict which is now 


disturbing Polish internal politics, so 
he is going back to the piano. What 
he does not say, probably because he 
does not think it is important, is that 
he has spent practically all his for- 
tune in the service of his country. 
He is doubtless returning to the con- 
cert stage in part because he needs the 
money, but if Poland were to call 
him he wonld undoubtedly forget his 
personal interest, aS he has done be- 
fore, and give himself to his country. 

Whether he is the man for the time 
seems doubtful. 
parties think that a soldier will be 
needed in the Presidency for some 
years to come—if not PILSuDSKI, then 
perhaps Hauer. And in the present 
crisis PADEREWSKI'S own party has 
gone to an extreme in which he might 
find it hard to be of service. KORFANTY 
is doubtless a patriotic man, but as 
Premier of Poland he would inspire 
about as much confidence in neighbor- 
ing nations as would D’ANNUNZIO as 
Premier of Italy. In the main, the 
policy of the Nationak Democrats 
seems more sound than that of PIL- 
SUDSKI; but they ought to have a 
different leader. 

Meanwhile the crisis goes on, week 
after week, with no appearance as 
yet of the bloody and fiery scenes too 
hastily predicted by DaszyNsk1. In 
appearance, the issue has narrowed 
down to the constitutional question 
whether the Ministry is responsible 
to.the President or to the Diet; but 
behind that He ancient animosities, 
political and economic. President PiL-~ 
supskr is said to have won over a 
small group of his opponents—small, 
but apparently enough to break up the 
narrow majority of the Nationalists. 
His threat to resign still hangs over 
Poland, but when KorFanty chal- 
lenged him to make good the President 
replied that there was too much urgent 
business on hand to permit him to 
resign just now. Even in Poland 
crises are seldom so critical as they 
seem. 


“DON’T GET HURT.” 


The slogan of the safety campaign, 
announced yesterday, is not ‘ Safety 
First’’ nor ‘Be Careful’’ nor 
‘* Watch Out.’’ It is more specific: 
“Don’t Get Hurt.’ This has the 
psychological value of suggesting the 
discomfort or pain or something worse 
to be avoided. It is the caution of the 
mother to the child as it goes to 
school, of the wife to the father as 
he goes to his work, and of the teacher 
to the pupil. That there is need of 
such a thing the statistics of death 
from accident during the year 1921 
show only too plainly—3,345. acciden- 
tal deaths in New York City alone, 
of which 1,081 were due to street ac¢i- 
dents. No fewer than 402 were chil- 
dren. The experience of other cities 
suggests that this heavy toll is not 


necessary. 

It was fifteen years ago that under 
the leadership of Judge Gary an in- 
dustrial safety campaign was begun. 
During this period the loss of life by 
accident among the employés of the 
United Statés Steel Corporation has 
been reduced by 50 per cent. Other 
great industries followed, and then 
employers of smaller numbers of 
men, with the result that for in- 
dustry as a whole the number of 
deaths from accident was reduced by

‘80 per cent. This was achieved not 
merely by increased use of safety 
devices, but through:the cultivation of 
habits of thoughtfulness and care not 
to get hurt. 

Under this same national leadership 
and with a perfected mechanism of 
training, it is now proposed to under- 
take for the promotion of public safety 
what has been so effectively done for 
industrial safety. The campaign is to 
be inaugurated in October with a 
“ safety week,’’ when the people are 
to be invited, through every possible 
appeal to the eye and ear, first to be- 
come conscious of the seriousness of 
the every-day peril and then to unite 
in reducing it to the minimum. A per- 
manent program will follow, beginning 
with instruction in the schools. One- 
half of all that has been done to pre- 
vent public accidents, it has been 
demonstrated in other cities; can be 
done through the schools. Then there 
are to be special schoots in all the 
boroughs for the training of automo- 
bile drivers in the care and manage- 
ment of the car, and also to promote 
& more intelligent and sympathetic co- 
operation with the police in their con- 
‘trol of traffic. In the end, however, 
it comes to the five million individuals, 
each one of whom in this mighty mov- 
ing mass of humanity, on wheels or on 
foot, must be taught how not to hurt 
or to get hurt.

MR. GALLATIN’S REPLY. 


Fundamental Differences Between 
the New York and Chicago Parks. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A slight illness has prevented me from 
writing you sooner in reference to the 
article by my good friend W. ~B. 
Van Ingen, entitled ‘‘ Parks in Two 
Cities,’ which appeared in THE NEW 
York Times Book REVIEW AND MAGAZINE 
of July 16, 1922. 

Although I am not prepared to admit 
the superiority of the Chicago parks, 
either in upkeep or natural beauty, I 
shall take up one by one the advantages 
which he attributes to them. 

He praises the loveliness of the golf 
links. I am informed that the golf links 
in Queens and tre Bronx are as good 
as any public golf links in the country. 
That there are no golf links in Central 
Park cannot be blamed on the manage- 
ment. I can imagine what would be 
said if an attempt were made to remodel 
Central Park so as to include links 
within its borders. 

He also praises the tennis courts in 
the Chicago parks, as much as implying 
that there are none in Central Park. 
As a matter of fact, there are many 
excellent courts which are used by thou- 
sands of enthusiasts. Although I was 
not at the time in the Park Department, 
I can well remember the uproar which 
the building of these courts created. It 
was stated that in so doing the Park 
was being diverted from its proper uses 
and the beautiful undulating meadow 
would be destroyed. 

He also praises the swimming pools in 
the Chicago parks. As you know, it 
has been suggested that a swimming 
pool be built in Central Park. I would 
very much like to have Mr. Van Ingen’s 
opinion on this project. 

He also speaks of the laundry under 
the control of the Chicago Park Depart- 
ment. He does not tell us whether this 
laundry is in a park or not. I cannot 
imagine that he could wish us to build 
a steam laundry in our beloved Central 
Park, 

He also praises the assembly room and 
the clubroom and gives us a picture of 
the entrance to the women’s gymnasium 
in Sherman Park, Chicago. Would not 
a cry of vandalism arise from our park 
lovers if an attempt were made to erect 
such structures in Central Park! 

He states that in Central Park you 
see miles of iron piping or tall wire 
fences trying to imprison grass plots, 
and many signs of the “Keep Off" 
variety. 

If Mr. Van Ingen will compare in his 
mind the condition of Fort Clinton near 
the Harlem Mere as it existed two years 
ago with its appearance since it hag been 
fenced and restored, I think he will ad- 
mit that the fence served some useful 
purpose. He must not forget that Chi- 
cago has probably three acres of park 
space to our one in proportion to popu- 
lation. It is accordingly necessary that 
much more restraint be placed on the 
public in New York City than in Chi- 
cago. 

He also praises the 100-acre ball field 
in the Chicago parks. Is it due to mis- 
management that no 100-acre meadow 
exists in Central Park? This defect, if 
defect it be, I think should be at- 
tributed to the planners of the Park 
and not to those who administer it. 

He praises the condition of the trees 
in Chicago in evident depreciation of our 
trees, forgetful of our adverse soil and 
atmospheric conditions. ’ 

The alleged superiority of the Chicago 
parks he attributes to the fact that they 
are controlled by a commission ap- 
pointed by the courts. I fail to see how 
a commission composed even of the lead- 
ing minds of the country and appointed 
by so august a tribunal as the Supreme 
Court of the United States could provide 
a 100-acre meadow in Central Park. 
How it could do away with the neces- 
sity of fencing a park so intensively 
used as is Central Park. How it could 
make it proper to erect many and vari- 
ous structures within the borders of 
Central Park. How it coyld make deli- 
cate varieties of trees, flourish under 
the adverse conditions which prevail on 
Manhattan’ Tsland. 

Mr. Van Ingen, in common with many 
others of our people, seems to believe 
that a change in the law can alter 
fundamental conditions. There is noth- 
ing obscure, esoteric or recondite in 
park administration. In order to have 
trees they must be purchased, planted 
and cared for. In order to allow the 
publie*»much freedom, much park spage 
must be provided. All the laws passed 
in Albany could not of themselves plant 
a tnee in our park system or add an 
acre to its extent.

POLES DO HONOR TO 


WILSON 


THEY, 
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Praise Former President for Secur- | 


ing Freedom for Their Country. 


Poland, through her migrant sons, 
paid formal tribute to the Americay Red 
Cross for its aid to the. Polish troops in 
France and in Poland during the war, 
and to their compatriots in their devas- 
}tated land at a luncheon at the Hotel 
McAlpin yesterday. Howard J. Rogers, 
who was manager of the Atlantic Divis- 
‘ion of the Red Cross until recently and 
was instrumental in securing succor for 
Poland, was the guest of honor. 

In recognition of his services, the Poles 
in this country, through the National 
Polish Committee, presented to Mr. Rog- 


ers ‘a gold cigarette case made in Po- 
land. ‘The seals of both republics, in 
enamel, adorn the case. Praise, how- 
ever, was not confined to the Red Cross. 
Speakers praised Woodrow Wilson, 
whose efforts, they said, secured freedom 
for their native country. On the lips of 
all Poles at all times, speakers declared, 
= ‘* Wilson, America and the Red 
ross.’’ 

Dr. Stefan Rosicki, Acting Consul Gen- 
eral of Poland in New York, referred to 
Wilson's ‘‘ Fourteen Points’’ and the 
granting of equal rights for minority 
peoples, adding that ‘“‘ America did not 
stop at that, but furnished Poland with 
a great quantity of supplies. Time after 
time the Kked Cross gave us the evidence 
of its sympathy in the hour of our 
greatest need.”’ 

E. S. Witkowski, banker, and former 
President of the Polish Citizens’ Com- 
mittee of New York, who. gave the 
luncheon, told of his first Visit to Mr. 
Rogers. He said he described the plight 
of--the Polish troops and asked for 
clothing. The Red Cross donations to 
Poland and her fighting sons totaled 
$2,250,000, Mr. Witkowski asserted. 

‘* People who have been downtrodden 
for so long and have finally been grant- 
ed their freedom will never forget what 
you have. done for us,” said Mr. Wit- 
kowski to the honored guest. ‘* The 
American Red Cross is one of the great- 
est organizations in the world and, with 
America and Wilson, her greatest bene- 
factors, is on the lips of every home- 
less person in Poland.’’ 

In reply, Mr. Rogers told of the joy 
it gave him in assisting Poland. - His 
desire to send supplies, he said, was 
limited’ only by the possibilities in the 
warehouse. 

The gift bore the inscription, ‘‘ To 
Howard J. Rogers. In grateful re- 
membrance of his many acts of co- 
operation and courtesy. National Polish 
Committee of America. Feb, 6, 1922. 
It was sent by John F. Smulski of Chi- 
cago, President of the committee. 


RECOGNIZES BALTIC STATES 


Hughes Reverses a Wilson Policy— 
Albania Also Recognized. 


Special io The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 27.—Formal rec- 
ognition by the United States of the 
Governments of the Baltic States of 
Esthonia, Latvia and Lithuania, and of 
the Government of Albania, was an- 


nounced by the State Department today. 
In explanation of its action in regard 
to the Baltic States the department 
made this announcement: 

‘““The Governments of sthonia, Lat- 
via and Lithuania have been recognized 
either de jure or de facto by the prin- 
cipal Governments of Europe and have 
entered into treaty relations with their 
neighbors. In extending to them recog- 
nition on its part, the Government of 
the United States takes cognizance of 
the actual existence of these Govern- 
ments during a considerable period of 
time and of the successful maintenance 
within their borders of political and eco- 
nomic stability. 

‘“‘The United States has consistently 
maintained that the disturbed condition 
of Russian affairs may not be made the 
occasion for the alienation of Russian 
territory, and this principle is not 
deemed to be infringed by the recogni- 
tion at this time of the Governments of 
Esthonia, Latvia and Lithuania, which 
have been set up and maintained by an 
indigenous population.’’ 

The department also announced that 
Evan E. Young would continue to act 
as Minister to these countries. 

This action on the part of Secretary 
Hughes marks one of the chief re- 
versals, if not the only important re- 
versal, of the policy of the State Depart- 
ment during the Wilson Administration. 
The previous Administration refused to 
recognize the so-called Baitic States, or 
any other States which might be carved 
out of the Russian. Empire. 

In announcing recognition of the Gov- 
ernment of Albania, the Department of 
State made this statement: 

“The Government of Albania has 
been recognized by the principal Gov- 
ernments of Europe, including its im- 
mediate neighbors, and in extending rec- 
ognition on its part the Government of 
the United States takes cognizance of 
the successful maintenance of a na- 
tional Albanian Government.” 

Maxwell Blake, it was announced, 
would continue to act as Commissioner 
of the United States in Albania, with 
the rank of Minister. 


HUGHES PORTRAIT FORITALY 


Tribute of Americans of Italian 
Lineage Received by Schanzer. 


ROME, July 27 (Associated Press).—A [* 


painting of the American Secretary of 
State, Charles E, Hughes, was presented 
this afternoon to Signor Schanzer, the 
Foreign Minister, for the Italian Gov- 
ernment, for which it was painted by 
Giuseppe Trotta, an American citizen 
of Italian descent. The work was done 
on behalf of a committee of 100,000 


American citizens of Italian birth or 
descent as an expression of their ap- 
preciation of Mr. Hughes, who was for- 
merly head of the Italy-American So- 
ciety. : 

The presentation of the portrait was 
attended by Premier de Facta, Vittorio 
Rolandi Ricci, Ambassador to the United 
States; Prince Colonna, members of the 
American Embassy and the Directors- 
General of the Foreign Office. 

Richard Washburn Child, the Amer- 
ican Ambassador, telegraphed his regret 
as being unable to be present. In his 
message the Ambassador said: that Mr. 
Hughes had\ been a steadfast friend of 
Italy and the Italian people. 

Franklin M. Gunther, the American 
Chargé d’Affaires, presented the por- 
trait. In his address he said that the 
presentation was a matter of pride for 
all Americans. He paid tribute to the 
high character and remarkable ability 
of the American Secretary of State and 
referred to his services in benalf of 
Italian-American _ relations. In Mr. 
Hughes, he declared, Italy had .a 
stanch friend. ee, \ 

Signor Schanzer in thanking Mr. Gun- 
ther for the gift said: ‘‘Secretary 
Hughes is a man of world fame. Every- 
body knows his lofty. qualities as a 
statesman. During the Washington con- 
ference I had the good fortune to work 
with him in perfect harmony in his 
noble effort to create new guarantees 
for the-peace of the world. 

‘‘In this intimate collaboration I daily 
appreciated his btoad views, his deter- 
mination and equilibrium and his pro- 
found knowledge of the Italian people, 
whom he sincerely loves and esteems. 

The Foreign Minister said that Italy 
and America were linked by spiritual 
and political bonds, and he hoped that 
their relations would become ever closer. 
He concluded by sending his greetings 
to the Italians in America, to the Amer- 
ican people and to Secretary Hughes, 
whose portrait, he said, would be held 
here as a symbol! of the solid friendship 


between the two nations.

McCumber’s New Statement. 


“The Senator from Arkansas,” said 
Mr. McCumber in his reply, ‘‘ says that 
he does not believe the statement made 
by the Senator from Utah, or the Sen- 
ator from Indiana, or the Senator from 
North Dakota, is sustained.

Paris Court imposes Light Penalty 
on Convicted Painter.

PARIS, July 27.—A fine of 16 francs, 
probably the lightest punishment ever 
imposed for bigamy, was*the lenient de- 
cision of a Paris court yesterday in the 


case of an Italian painter convicted of 
this offense under exceptionally peculiar 
circumstances. 

Married in. 1903 to an Italian woman 
in. Venice, the painter lived happily un- 
til 1914, when he became enamored of 
a Swiss girl during a holiday trip to 
Brittany. Wishing to make her his wife, 
the painter had the Venice marriage an- 
nulled. Then he went to Spain, where a 
priest’ united him: with his Swiss bride. 
The Italian wife thereupon brought an 
action for bigamy against him in Paris, 
where the painter resides. 

** Where's my crime? "’ he asked. ‘‘ My 
marriage was annulled and I married 
again legally."’ 

But the Italian law does not recognize 
divorce, so that the validity of the civil 
part of the ceremony performed in Ven- 
ice still stands, and the technical crime 
of bigamy was committed.

NATIONAL TURMOIL FEARED 


De Nava Attempts.to Form a Min- 
istry and Asks Orlando to 
Be Premier.

ROME, July 27.—After ex-Premier Or- 
lando’s failure to form a new Cabinet 
followed’ by. Bonomi’s, the Crown is 
placed in a rather embarrassing situa- 
tion. 


Signor. de Nicola,. President of the 
Chamber of Deputies, and Leader Sig- 
nor Meda, Catholics, who are the most 
authoritative politicians next to Or- 
lando, do not wish to accept responsi- 
bility for power and the situation seems 
insoluble. Some suggest galling on Or- 
lando, but the outlook is not changed 
from last week when he was obliged to 
give yp the task entrusted to him. 

The real trouble is that in the present 
Chamber, owing to the grouping of the 
various parties, it is practically impos- 
sible for any man to have a sufficient 
majority to remain in power with the 
authority to establish order in the coun- 
try, bring about pacification and meet 
other problems confronting Italy, chief 
among them being the financial situa- 
tion. If a Cabinet is formed favorable 
to the Fascisti it would have the Cath- 
olics, Socialists and Communists against 
it and would be in a minority. dnstead, 
if a new Ministry were favorable to the 
Communists and Socialists, the opposi- 
tion would be formed by the Fascisti, 
Conservatives and Democrats of various 
tendencies, leaving the Administration 
again in the minority, taking into ac- 
count a certain number of Deputies who 
shift from ane side to another. 

The best solution, 
some observers, would be the formation 
of a neutral Government, trusting in 
pacification without actually putting 
down either the Fascisti or the Commun- 
ists. Both the Bonomi and Facta Cab- 
inets, which were of this mind, demon- 
strated the fallacy of such a theory, 
which leaves the State powerless, the 
Ministers soon becoming targets both 
for the Fascisti and the Socialists, 

Under these circumstances unless a 
solution of the crisis is soon found, 
there seems to be nothing left but re- 
course to general elections, which 
Deputy Mussolini, leader of the 
Fascisti, strongly advocates, saying 
that the Chamber as it is now com- 
posed does not represent any.more the 
will of the people. The last general 
election returned 126, Socialists, who 
then formed a compact, Homogenous 
Party, while now they are divided into 
three groups, the Collaborationists. or 
those favorable to assuming power, led 
by Surati; another group led by Deputy 
Vella and the Internationalists or fol- 
lowers of the Third Internationale of 
Moscow ‘led by Deputy Maffi. Mussolini 
thinks that if & general election were 
held now. very few Socialists would be 
elected, especially of the’ sixty-nine 
forming the Collaborationist group. 

This disproportion,”’ he said, 
‘would be even greater, but in an in- 
verse sense between the force gained 
by the Fascisti in the country, where 
they command 1,000,000 followers, and 
their representation in Parliament.” 

However, the prospect of a generat 
election causes grave concern. as it 


would mean throwing the country into 
wild agitation for several months. 


ROME, July 27 (Associated Press).— 
Signor de Nava, former Minister of the 
Treasury was received today by King 
Victor Emmanuel in connection with 
the Cabinet crisis. . 

Later Signor de Nava said that He 
hoped to be able to form a Cabinet 
comprising all branches of the consti- 
tutional parties, except the Conserva- 
tives and. Fascisti, after which he, in- 
tended to ask former Premier Orlando 
tw reassume the’ Premiership. 

The Giornale d'Italia expresses doubt 
that Signor de Nava will succeed in his 
endeavor. It adds, however, that even 
if he is successful there is scepticism 
about Signor Orlando taking part in the 
proposed arrangement. 

Signor Filippo Meda, leader of the 
Catholic Party, came to Rome today in 
arswer to a call from the King. He 
would not attempt to form a Cabinet 
because he wishes to devote himself to 
the practice of law, it was said in Par- 
liamentary circles. 


FASCISTI JOIN TROOPS 
IN RAVENNA CONTROL 


Ten Dead, 30 Wounded, in Re- 
cent Fighting—Radical Lead- 
ers Warned to Leave. 


ROME, July 27 (Associated Press).— 
Ravenna, the burial place of Dante, has 
the appearance of being in a state of 
war, according to the Giornale d’Italia’s 
correspondent in that city. 

Numerous patrols of carabineers and 
guards march the streets while at 
strategic points detachments of intantry 


and cavairy armed with machine guns 
are stationed. Many squadrons of 
Fascisti in military formation. have 
joined and reinforced the soldiers. 

Dr. Italo Balbo, Secretary. of the 
Fascisti Federation of Ferrara, is in 
supreme command of the Fascisti: He 
said today that the complete mobilization 
of the Fascisti of the Provinces of Fer- 
rare, Bologna, Modena, Parma and Pia- 
cenza would be ordered if the labor 
unions dared make any provocation. 

‘*We will answer with rapid and en- 
ergetic reprisals,’’ he said. 

Every train brings to Ravenna thou- 
sands of Fascisti wearing military caps, 
black shirts, Alpine boots and military 
breeches. Two hundred arrests. have 
been made. 

Three more of the victims of yester- 
day's fighting died today, bringing the 
total up to.ten, while the wounded 
reach thirty. Many avoided going to the 
hospitals, fearing arrest. 

The ferment among the Fascisti is in- 
tense and the authorities have adopted 
the strongest measures to prevent 
further disorders. The. shutters: of all 
the, stores have been put up and usually 
bear the inscripition, ‘‘Closed for Fascisti 
mourning,’ alluding to the lone member 
of the Fascisti who was clubbed to death 
yesterday. : ; 

The Fascisti have published..a. mani- 
festo, siving Socialist, Communist and 
Republican leaders twenty-four hours to 
leave the country. They say that if any 
subersive yeaders are caught they have 
themselves to: blame for the conse- 
quences.

Forward Editor Says Funds 
Were Paid Out to Ruin Or- 
ganized Labor Here. 


‘PAPERSSUBSIDIZED, HESAYS 


Treasurer Defends the Distribution 
Work of the Friends of 
z Soviet. 


‘Organized labor, the Jewish” workers 
and the Socialist Party have repudiated 
the Friends of Soviet Russia, Abraham 
Cahan, editor of The Jewish Daily For- 
ward, said in a statement last night. 
He charged that the relief organization 
had used @ large part of its funds for 
the support of the “‘ devilish work which 
the Communists have undertaken 
against labor and the Socialist forces 
in. America.” 

The organization, established nearly a 
year ago to enable American workers 
to contribute to the relief of the Russian 
famine sufferers, said Mr. Cahan, was 
spending thousands of dollars for com- 
munistic propaganda and _ activities 
which ‘‘aim at the breaking up of our 
labor unions.’’ In support of his con- 
tention he analyzed the financial report 
of the society just made public, showing 
the - distribution of nearly $500,000 in 
contriputions. 

Hugh Frayne, representative of the 
American Federation of Labor, who had 
also started a movement to oust Com- 
munist agitators from local. unions, said 
that organized labor had completely 
repudiated '’ the Friends of Soviet Rus- 
sia, because the money contributed was 
‘being used for Communist propaganda 
and to destroy organized labor. 


Denies the Charges. 


Denying these charges, Dr. Jacob W. 
Hartmann, Treasurer’of the organization, 
which has. headquarters at 201 West 
Thirteenth Street, said that ‘‘no money 
received by the Friends of Soviet Russia 
is spent for any purpose other than the 
purchasing and forwarding ‘of supplies 
to Russia and the necessary publicity 
work. .for obtaining further relief -con- 
tributions.”’ Referring to the charges of 
Mr. Cahan, which have already appeared 
in The Forward, Dr. Hartmann said: 
““T am not yet certain that the accusa- 
tions are sufficiently definite to be taken 
as ground for legal action.”’ 

Secretary of Commerce Herbert Hoover 
in a report to President Harding in Feb- 
ruary made public the name of the 
Friends of Soviet Russia as one of the 
organizations of sympathizers with Rus- 
sian Bolshevism that was collecting 
funds for Russian famine sufferers. 

Mr. Cahan said that for several weeks 
there had been indications that the 
Friends of Soviet Russia were “ linked 
with the so-called Left Wingers whose 
activity consists of breaking up the 
unions,’’ adding that with the publica- 
tion of the financial statement of the 
organization ‘‘our suspicion has been 
definitely proven—proven in the most as- 
tounding way. 

‘The society is wasting tens of thou- 
sands of dollars for publicity in news- 
papers,’’ he added, «‘ which ise no pub- 
licity, because nobody reads it. Prac- 
tically the entire \sum designated as 
publicity expense is a mere bluff. The 
money is given to the newspapers in 
order that thev may work havoc in the 
Cloakmakers’ Union, or, in the Furriers’ 
Union, or in the Fancy Leather “Goods 
Union, or in the Workmen’s.. Circle. 
They try to break up these organiza- 
tions. Thousands of dollars expended 
for this union-breaking activity came 
from the money which the ‘ Friends’ 


received from the same unions and from 
the same Workmen’s Circle.’’ 


Papers Subsidized, He Says. 


‘‘ Now it has been established that part 
of the money they collected from us for 
the starving in Russia was given away 
for the support of the Communist and 
Workers' Party Press. They subsidize 
about ten publications. in various lan- 


guages, which are trying their utmost to 
break up our labor movement. E 

““Most of them are weeklies with no 
readers. All these sheets publish large 
advertisements from the Friends of So- 
viet Russia for which they charge high 
rates. ‘These advertisements constitute 
an important part of their income, if not 
the most: important part. The party 
also has two dailies and they too have 
very few readers, yet they publish half- 
page advertisements from the Friends 
of Soviet Russia for which they receive 
large og of es 

“In, the report it is stated expres 
that the Friends of Soviet Riesdla ater 
thousand dollars a month toward the 
maintenance of the English publication 
known as Soviet Russia. This magazine 
contains reports and articles about the 
communist.movement of the world. In 
other words, it is a communist publica-

tion; and when your heart is bleeding 
at. the .reports of the little children 
Swollen from hunger:in the streets of 
Odessa and Samara and you send sev- 
eral dollars through the Friends of 
Soviet Russia, then the question arises, 
what right have they to use part of your 
donation for communist propaganda?

~ AS LONDON DELAYS 


French Seek to Settle Question 
of German Moratorium Before 
Aug.. 15 Payment is Due, 


MEETING DEPENDS ON ITALY 


If Cabinet Crisis Continues There, 
Conference May Be Put Over 
Until September.

PARIS, July 27.—The French Foreign 
Office. gave the following reply this 
afternoon to a question as to the status 
of the London meeting of the Allied 
Premiers to deal with reparations: 

‘‘ Premier Poincaré has notified the 
British Government he will be at the 
disposition of Mr. Lloyd George any time 
after Aug. 1. We are waiting to hear 
from the British Government.’’ 

Paris Is somewhat worried over the 
reports from London that: because of 
vacations the meeting may be delayed 
until September, for the French Govern- 
ment is desirous of an arrangement of 
the situation before the Aug. 15 repara- 
tion payment is due, not wishing to agree 
even to a short time moratorium until 
the whole system has ‘been ‘reviewed. 

However, as usual, Lloyd George holds 
the: key to the situation, for in the possi- 
bility of: British reduction of the French 
debt and the consequent cutting down 
of the reparations total lies the chief 
hope of any new arrangement which 
may be more efficacious than previous 
Kkeparation plans. 

Neither. is Paris comforted by the 
British Prime Minister’s wish to bring 
the other Allies- into the meeting. \ M. 
Poincaré has no fondness for upholding 
a case alone before Lloyd George, and 
whenever other participants join in these 
conferences Lloyd George has the habit 
of swinging them to his point of view. 

The French capital believes Lloyd 
George is going to present to the French 
political conditions they cannot swallow 
easily. The report that he will demand 
the withdrawal of French opposition to 
Germany’s entry into the League of Na- 
tions has stirred up many. French § po- 
litical writers; especially those of the 
Nationalist press, who do not want Ger- 
many admitted until she kas more com- 
pletely fulfilled her treaty obligation. 
However, not all the Paris préss is so 
opposed. ‘The Echo de Paris, naturally, 
is all against this idea, whereas the 
Journal des Débats says it never thought 
Germany could always be kept out of 
the League, but thinks Lloyd George im- 
polite to start a campaign for that pur- 
pose before consulting France. 


Cabinet. Settles on Policy. 


The Council of Ministers under 
Premier poicaré unanimously decided on 
a reparations policy today as regards 


the present crisis and according to the 
Matin, the Government is ready to act 
alone should the British Government de- 
lay till after Aug. 15 the London meet- 
ing of the allied Premiers. At the same 
time the action clearly indicates that 
the reconvening of the international 
bankers’ committee is also on the Gov- 
ernment agenda. 

“France finds herself today “in_ the 
presence of a financial situation which. 
does not permit her to live in uncertain- 
ty,’ says the Matin. ‘‘ After the ear- 
nest inquests that have been made on 
Germany it is certain that that country 
has not done anything to counteract the 
consequences of the general economic 
situation. One-should not encourage 
her in her obstruction by granting to 
her new delays without exacting new 
pledges and guarantees from her. 

~“ Tt is certain that if the allies of 
France show themselves hostile to this 
conception France must act. alone by 
what methdéds she is disposed to adopt. 
At the same time the Government is well 
aware that’ Yapid payménts afte worth 
the sacrifice and it is necessary to make 
great concessions to the international 
financial market if one wishes to find 
there future loans. 
. ** However, these concessions -will only 
be possible on’condition that priority be 
accorded to the reparation- of the de- 
vastation caused by Germany and to 
the states which, already had. advanced 
considerable amounts for account of.the 
republic. Should: this viewpoint -be per- 
mitted, a very large part of the debt, 
fixtd by the scredule of payments at 
London, would be freed to be appropri- 
ated for settlement of the inter-allied 
debt. 

‘“‘The French policy is thus at the 
same time conciliant-and firm.- If the 
British Government wishes ‘to retard | 
the examination of these problems under} 
the pretext of awaiting the Italian 
crisis, Fraonce will not hesitate to set 
forth a program in which she takes| 
account equally of the international fi- 
nancial situation and of her own proper 
legitimate claims.’’ 

The French Parliament, not being in 
session, M. Poincaré has for the present 
a very free hand. In fact, under the 
French Constitution he has the powers 
of a monarch. And so he can make al- 
most any reparation arrangements he 
wishes on paper, but can never forget 
that when it is done it will be subject to 
approval in September by the strongly 
Nationalist Chamber, which made him 
Premier because he was a strong Na- 
tionalist leader—more Nationalist out of 
office than in office, which is the habit 
of statesmen and politicians. 


French Want Private Meeting First. 


PARIS, July 27 (Associated Press).— 
The preliminary parleys between the 
French and British Foreign Office on 
the proposed meeting of the French and 
British Premiers appear to have been 
temporarily halted, and it is generally 
agreed in official circles that the con- 
ference, originaHy fixed for the first 
days of August, will be postponed. 

Count Saint Aulaire, the French Am- 
bassador at London, called on the Earl 
of Balfour yea and proposed ‘that 
M. Poincaré and Mr. Lloyd George hold 
their preliminary talk prior to the meet- 
ing of the representatives of the four 
countries—France, Great Britain, Italy 
and Belgium. Lord Balfour is under- 
stood to have made a counter-proposal 
that the meeting be postponed until such | 
time’ as Italy is in a position to be rep- 
resented. There the matter stands.

shoulder, which might have been caused 
by either bullets or glass, were also 
treated. : 

During the night Fredeking telephoned 
to relatives asking that a physician be 
brought to the house where he with- 
stood the siege of peace officers since 
he killed Deputy Sheriff Lew - Matty. 
They found the young man so weakened 
by his long vigil and wounds that he 
could have offered little further resist- 
ance. 

City and county officials.who sought 
te capture the young man were ham- 
pered by a ruling of the County Judge 
that to kill him would bring a charge 
of murder, and State police held them- 
selves in reserve, but were in charge 
when the surrender was made..,

Advance in Stocks, Bond Prices 
Steady, Foreign Exchange 
Slightly Firmer. ~

_The advance which ogeurred on yes- 
terday’ 8 stock market, and which fairly 
canceled Wednesday's declines, might 
appear merely. another illustration 
of the extent to which financial opinion 
blows alternetely het and cold in tts 
feeling about the labor troubles.. What 
the alternations really mean, however, 
is that the natural misgiving aver the 
| possible effect of the strikes on indus- 
trial activities finds itself counter- 
batanced, whenever it expresses itself, 
by the prevalent conviction that the dis- 
putes are bound to be settled in the not 
very distant future. The pressure on 
employers to adjust the disputes, now 
that industry in general begins to be 
| embarrassed, is evident. The pressure 
on the labor organizations, now that the 
fortunes ef workers in other industries 
are threatened by prolongation of these 
strikes, is equally manifest. 

Feeling in official Washington, it is 
true, appears to be despondent; but 
sth ere at least considerations to 
which all past ‘experience lends im- 
fortanee. That the railway. shares 


| shouta haye been conspicuous in yes- 


terday’s recovery was probably at- 
tributable to the rather general impres- 
sien that the shopmen’s strike is actual- 
ly on the eve of settlement. Substantial 
reeoyvery oeceurred, however, in the in- 
dustrial stocks as well. 

On the bond market, the fourth Liberty 
4448 went into new high ground and the 
Victory 4%s added to the advance scored 
Wednesday after the Treasury's refund- 
ing announcement. This was the more 
striking in that the new offering with 
a 1926 maturity is now shown to bear 
only 444 per cent. interest, not 4% as 
incorrectly stated in Wednesday’s Wash- 
ington news dispatches, The prospects 
for continuance of the easy money 
which has made these operations practl- 
cable may be judged from the weekly 
Federal Reserve statement published 
| yesterday afternoon. While addition of 
| $9,100,000 to the gold holdings brings 
the cash. reserve to much the highest 
total ever reached, the system’s re- 
discounts both on Government and other 
collateral are reduced $61,000,000 fur- 
ther. They now stand $1,270,000,000 be- 
low the figure of a year ago this week, 
} and the system's ratio of reserve to 
notes and deposits has risen to the high- 
est percentage since May, 1917. 

The Bank of England's weekly state- 
iment shows that, for the time at any 
| rate, withdrawal of gold from that in- 

stitution’s reserve for shipment to New 
York has ceased. In the first three 
weeks of July, about £1,500,000 gold 
was thus withdrawn, admittedly for use 
in preparing to meet the interest and 
arrears of interest on the war debt of 
the British Government to our Treasury.

weekly withdrawal for that purpose of 
something like £500,000 from the Bank's 
reserve was supplemented by an equal 
withdrawal from the £28,500,000 gold 
fund which, sinre the middle of 1915,

SCHWAB IS OPTIMISTIC 


Expansion Planned to Add 300,000 
Tons Annually to Output— 
Effect of Strikes. 


The Bethlehem Steel Corporation failed 
to earn its ‘dividend requirements on 
both classes of common stock for .the 
second quarter of the current year, ac- 
cordihg to a statement issued following 
the meeting of the Board of Directors 
yesterday. The regular dividends. were 
declared, however, on both classes of 
stock, payable Oct. 2, to stock of record 
Sept. 15. 

Charles M. Schwab, Chairman. of Di- 
rectors, following the meeting, ‘said: 
“The outlook for improved business is 
encouraging and the Directors concluded 
that the ability of the corporation to dis- 
tribute accumulated earnings from its 
resources, due to conservative dividend 
policy during the period of large earn- 
ings, warranted the payment of the pres- 
ent dividend on the common stock.” 

Mr. Schwab said the building. of addi- 
tional open hearth steel capacity to serve 
the plate, sheet and tin plate mills at the 
Sparrows Point plant is being planned. 
This is expected to add 300,000 tons an- 
nually to the company’s capacity. He 
further said: 

‘Volume of orders booked during the 
second quarter was much in excess of 
the first quarter and. at gradually im- 
proving prices. Prices prevailing during 
the first quarter proved to be the lowest 
of the’ recent depression. Early in the 
second quarter a reviveg demand for 
steel developed, necessitating a rapid ex- 
pansion of operations, which was accom- 
panied by an increase in costs due large- 
ly to the high cost of fuel occasioned by 


the coal strike. 

‘* The corporation's coal properties con- 
tinucd in operation during the quarter, 
|but the difficulty of railroad movement 
| under present conditions has made it im- 
‘possible to supply the corporation's full 
needs, necessitating some curtailment of 
operations. 

‘‘There has been an improvement in 
the inquiries for new ships, and the cor- 
poration has been able to secure some 
new business in that department, There 
has also been an increase in the amount 
of ship repair work. Our railroad pas- 
senger car business shows a much im- 
proved condition, capacity being taken 
for some months to come. 
| “** The steel business for the balance of 
the year will be very much influenced 
by the duration of the coal and railroad 
strikes. There are large unfilled orders 
for steel, with substantial additional ton- 
nage awaiting some assurance as to de- 
liveries. Coupled with this there is a 
more general recognition of the neces- 
sity for a higher price basis for steel 
| products.”’

Gold Settlement Fund Shifts 
$37,000,000 Here From 
Other Reserve Centres. 


BORROWINGS . LIQUIDATED 


Ratio Rises to 79.2 Per Cent.— 
Acceptances Only Other. Ac- 
count Showing Gain.

WASHINGTON, July 27.—Aggregate 
reductions of $63,500,000 in discount 
bills and of $1,100,000 in United. States 
securities, as against an increase of 
$7,200,000 in acceptances purchased in 
open market, accompanied by a .cor- 
responding decline of $53,400,000 in de- 
posit liabilities, are shown in the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board’s weekly bank state- 
ment issued as at close of business ‘on 
July 26, 1922. 

Gold reserves show a further gain of 
$9,200,000 and total cash reserves, 4 
gain of $12,200,000, while Federal Re- 
serve notes circulation declihed by $6,- 
000,000. 

The Reserve ratio shows a rise for 
the week from 77.8 to 79.2 per cent. 

Liquidation of member bank borrow- 
ings for the week was heaviest in the 
Second. District, the New York Reserve 
Bank reporting a reduction of -$63,- 
000,000 in its holdings of discount and 
bills, besides a reduction of $2,800,000 
in its holdings of bills purchased in the 
open market. Cleveland reports. a re- 


duction of $11,000,000 of discounted 
paper, as against an increase of $4,- 
400,000 in purchased bills, while sub- 
stantial increases in discounted paper 
are shown for the Boston, Philadelphia 
and San Francisco banks. 

Considerable shifting of gold through 
the gold settlement fund, besides ac- 
cessions from without, accounts for an 
increase of $37,900,000 in the gold re- 
serves of the New York bank. Smaller 
increases. in gold reserves, aggregating 
over $7,000,000, are shown for the Cleve- 
iand, Richmond and St. Louis banks. 

The largest decrease in gold reserves— 
by $13,900,000—is reported by the Phila- 
delphia bank, San Francisco, with a 
decrease of $6,500,000, and Chicago, with 
a decrease of $5,200,000, being next in 
order. 

Holdings of paper secured by Govern- 
ment obligations show a decline from 
$176,300,000 to $115,200,000. Of the total 
held, $93,200,000, or 80.9 per cent., wére 
secured by Liberty and other United 
States bonds; $5,400,000, or 4.7 per cent., 
by Victory notes; $12,400,000, or 10.7 
per cent., by Treasury notes, and $4,- 
300,000, or 3.7 per ‘cent., by Tréasury 
certificates, compared with $118,100,000, 
$7,000,000, $40,700,000.and $10,500,000 re- 
ported the week before.

Jesse L. Livermore, Off for 


Europe, Declares Dullness Will 
’ Not Affect General Trend, 


CANNOT LIMIT BULL MOVE 


May Last Two Years, as Did \Pre- 
vious Ones, With 50 to 100 
Point Advances.

Jesse Livermore, who sails for 
Europe Aug. 6, to be gone until 
Sept. 12, declared yesterday that barring 
unforeseen developments, such as a 
erisis in Europe, which might jeopardize 
the economics of the world, the upward 
trend in stocks, in his opinion, has long 
and far to go, 


“The stock market is now passing 


through a period of midsummer dull- 
mness,”’ he said, ‘‘and is, and probably 
will be for some time, a trading affair. 
Individual stocks may be expected to 
have movements of their own, upward or 
downward as the case may be, such 
movements being of no great signifi- 
cance regarding the trend of the market 
as a-whole. The trend is still upward 
with reactions, instead of downward 
with rallies, as was the case in the 
Reriod ot nearly two years which ended 
mn August of last year. 

“The tide of returning. prosperity, 
which has required months to flow, has 
not yet reached its maximum in many 
industries, and in the case of industries 
which began their recovery late, the 

_ prices of stocks representing them have 
as yet far to-go before overdiscounting 
expected happenings. 

“As to how long the present bull 
market, which has Jasted now nearly 
eleven months, will last, that is a ques- 
tion difficult and dangerous to answer. 
History repeats itself iw the stock mar- 
ket more frequently than elsewhere. 
The present market might last conceive 
ably, as long as past markets, -with ad- 
Vances of 50 to 100 points still to come, 
The bull market which began in 1904 
lasted two years; so did the bull market 
of 1908. That of 1912 lasted only about 
a year, The war boom of 1915 lasted 
two years before the trend became down- 
ward for any length of time, After the 
1917 reaction prices advanced for two 
years more.”’ 


GETS GRAND RAPIDS ROAD. 


Pennsylvania's Lease Is Approved— 
Rock Island Plea Denied. 


WASHINGTON, July 27.—Application 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad for author- 
ity to acquire control, by lease, of the 
Grand Rapids & Indiana Railway Com- 
pany was approved teday by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission; 

The Pennsylvania is to pay to the 
Grand Rapids a rental equivalent to 4

Although this is not sufficient to make the Plan effective, the Com- 
mittee feels that, as so large a majority of stockholders have indicated 
their desire that the Plan be carried out, further opportunity should 
be given those stockholders who have failed up to the present time to 
deposit their stock.

-STOPS A BROOKLYN LINE 


Mayor Says He’ll Be Pleased to Pay, 
but Instructs O’Brien to 
Appeal Case. 


Court costs of $50 must be paid by 
Mayor Hylan, Grover A. Whaien, Com- 
missioner of Plant and Structures, and 
the members of the Board of Estimate 
' under a ruling by Justice Cropsey in the 
, Supreme Court in Brooklyn yesterday 
when he granted an injunction against

Members of the Board of Estimate were 
Pafties- to the action because they 
adopted ‘the resolution which authorized 
the Commissioner of Plant and Struc- 
tures to go. ahead with the operation of 
the motor transportation system. 

The petition for an order to show 
cause why the city-owned buses should 
not be stopped beeause they interfered 
with the Bergen Street surface line of 

, the petitioner:-was made by the Nassau 
Electric Railroad Company several days 
‘ago. William E. C. Mayer, Assistant 
! Corporation Counsel, filed an affidavit 
« by .Commissioner Whalen showing that 
the operation of the buses actually was 
distontinued at. the time the. trolley 
company asked for the restraining order. 

Mr... Mayer said later that the eity 
would attempt to put buses into opera- 
tion in other parts of the city where 
there was a_ lack of transit facilities, 
and. would go to the Legislature for the 
authority to do so. 

In his: letter. to Corporation Counsel 
O'Brien, Mayor Hylan said: 

**F have been informed that Supreme 
Court. Justice James C. Cropsey has 

permanently restrained the operation of

The elimination 
ings on the Long 
tween Hollis and Queens, 
been contemplated for many but 
delayed on account of the cost, is to be 
begun at an early date, aecording to an 
announcement yesterday by the Transit 
Commission. The elimination of the 
crossings with the four-tracking of the 
main line between Jamaica and Queens 
will..cost approximately $1,500,000. Of 
the total cost of the improvement about 
one-third will be met jointly by the city 
and the State, and already the State 
has appropriated its quota. The railroad 
and the Transit Commission representa- 
tives hope to see the work under way in 
the early Fall. 

‘Phe decision of the railroad company 
to-make-an end of the dangerous cross- 
ings was made following a‘ conference 
of ‘the Long Island officials with mem- 
bers of \the Transit Commission. The 
elimination ‘of the crossings was required 
under an order by the old Public Service 
Commission confirmed by the present 


Trensit Commission. 

‘When the announcement of the elimi- 
nation of the four grade crossings was 
made by the commission it was pointed 
out that the Long Island Railroad Com- 
pany would in all likelihood have to 
make ‘many additional improvements, in- 
einding the elimination of other danger- 
ous grade crossings, and that the next 
improvements to be undertaken would 
be equally as expensive as the present 
ones. 

The grade crossings will be eliminated 
by carrying. the tracks upon an embank- 
ment over five streets; The streets to be 
relieved of the crossings in order from 
east to west are, Bennet or Baylis Ave- 
nue, Hempstead and Jamaica Turnpike, 
Wortland Avenue, Creed Avenue and 
Madison Avenue. The Hempstead and 
Jamaica Turnpike is one of the main 
highways .through Queens, carrying a 
large volume of vehicular traffic and a 
trolley line to Mineola, which is singie- 
tracked across the railroad right-of-way.

Gary Campaign to Instruct Adults 
Through Children—( lasses 
for Drivers. 


Laurence V. Coleman, Director of the 
Safety Institute, of Amerita,-which will 
shortly institute a city-wide safety cam- 
paign under the leadership of Judge El- 
bert H. Gary, President of the United 
States Steel Corporation, explained yes- 
terday some of the methods to be em- 
ployed in the campaign. He said the 
campaign would fall into two parts, a 
safety week’’ and a ‘continuous 
Progress for the succeeding twelve 
months.”’ 

*** Safety week’ will be an intensive 
demonstration to serve three purposes,” 
said Mr. Coleman. ‘' First it will. dem- 
onstrate that safety is practicable by 
actually lowering the death rate for the | 
seven days.. Secondly, it will enlist the 
interest and 
community upon whose continued help 
any lasting accident reduction must de- 
pend. .-Thirdly, it. will give publ city to 
the mechanism of~the permanent pro- 
gram and assure for it the serious at- 
tention: and ,confidence which it de- 
serves and must have in order to suc- 
ceed.

TUNNEL TRACT PAID FOR. 


Commission Gives City $426,745 for | 
Pier and Adjacent Land. 


A check for $426,745.19 was turned over 
to the city yesterday to pay for Pier 35 
and about 1,000 feet of marginal street 
needed for the New York and New Jer- 
sey Vehicular Tunnel Commission. The
